This is the procedure. We are asked by the Army or 
Navy to make up a hospital train with various types of 
cars. We assemble the cars, sometimes from distant 
points. The cars are inspected, thoroughly cleaned and 
pre-heated. 

The train is then moved to the hospital receiving sta- 
tion where the wounded are carefully taken aboard. 

When the train pulls out, a Train Commander—a 
commissioned medical officer—is in charge. To assist 
him, we assign an experienced railroad representative to 
accompany the train. On board, too, are Army or Navy 
nurses and enlisted mediéal corpsmen who expertly care 
for the wounded, night and day. 

En route, the engineers, firemen, conductors, brake- 
men—all the trainmen—are thinking of every man 
aboard.
